moro Important to the community and
uono more nearly relates to the happiness
gocd order and proper moral elevation ot
tho people than tho education ot tbolr
children In tbo public schools This being
tbo caec any proposition tbat works a radi-
cal

chango In tho control and government
ot tbeeo schools demands tho most serious
and painstaking scrutiny Tbo bill uadsr
consideration will revolutionize the ad
ministration of this system of public educa ¬

tion at present oxlstlng In our community
and will most seriously affect tbe closest
and dearest Interests ot the people Such
being tbo case It Is submitted that It
ought not to become a law unless It ap-
pears

plainly and unmistakably that the
exlstlog law Is so defective aa to mike a
change for tbe better administration ot the
affairs of tbe school absolutely necessary

Tbe act of June 11 1878 entitled An
act providing a permanent form ot govern
ernment for the District ot Columbia waa
intended to create a purely executive form
of government for this District and It
provisions are so clearly stited as to leave
no question as to tbls Intent One of the
provisions looking to tbls end Is tbe abol ¬

ishment of tbo several bosrda which under
tbo form ot government existing at tho
date of Us passage divided the executive
authority aud were clothed with some of
the powers properly Incident to the full
exercise of such authority In this manner
tbe board of police tho board of health and
Ibo board ot school trustees wereabollsbai
and tbe powers and duties exercised by
theao boards respectively wero transferred
to tbo commissioners with authority to
employ such officers and agents and to
adopt such provisions as might be necessary
In the exorcise of these powers

With regard to the schools tha commis
sioners wero required to appoint trustees
who were to have the care and manage ¬

ment of tbe schools under tbo provisions
ot law subject ot course to the executive
control Theso trustccawero to be nine-
teen

In number but wero afterward reduced
to nine Under tho provisions ot tbls act
slnco Its enactment tho schools have been
and aro now conducted It la proposed by
this bill to mako a radical change In tbU
condition of things by ro establlsblngthe
board of ecbooltrustees under tbe name of
tbo board ot education by taking away
from tbo commissioners all executive au-
thority
